Claims 22-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by either Gagnon or Ettlin. Gagon shows clamping members 8 and 16 
and a platform 3. Ettlin shows clamping members C and E2 and a platform B. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/25/06 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the clamping members of Ettlin and Gagnon 
do not provide inwardly exerted component forces, the examiner disagrees as both 
do in order to clamp their structures to their respective supports. It is further noted 
that both Ettlin and Gagnon teach all the claimed elements thus satisfying the 
requirement under 35 U.S.C. 102(b).
